SEC. 730. Any request for proposals, solicitation,19

grant application, form, notification, press release, or20

other publications involving the distribution of Federal21

funds shall indicate the agency providing the funds, the22

Catalog of Federal Domestic Assistance Number, as appli-23

cable, and the amount provided.

any other Act may be used by any Federal agency—9

(1) to collect, review, or create any aggregate10

list, derived from any means, that includes the col-11

lection of any personally identifiable information re-12

lating to an individual’s access to or use of any Fed-13

eral Government Internet site of the agency; or14

(2) to enter into any agreement with a third15

party (including another Government agency) to col-16

lect, review, or obtain any aggregate list, derived17

from any means, that includes the collection of any18

personally identifiable information relating to an in-19

dividual’s access to or use of any nongovernmental20

Internet site.21

(b) EXCEPTIONS.—The limitations established in22

subsection (a) shall not apply to—23

(1) any record of aggregate data that does not24

identify particular persons;25
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(2) any voluntary submission of personally iden-1

tifiable information;2

(3) any action taken for law enforcement, regu-3

latory, or supervisory purposes, in accordance with4

applicable law; or5

(4) any action described in subsection (a)(1)6

that is a system security action taken by the oper-7

ator of an Internet site and is necessarily incident8

to the rendition of the Internet site services or to the9

protection of the rights or property of the provider10

of the Internet site.11

(c) DEFINITIONS.—For the purposes of this section:12

(1) The term ‘‘regulatory’’ means agency ac-13

tions to implement, interpret or enforce authorities14

provided in law.15

(2) The term ‘‘supervisory’’ means examina-16

tions of the agency’s supervised institutions, includ-17

ing assessing safety and soundness, overall financial18

condition, management practices and policies and19

compliance with applicable standards as provided in20

law.21

SEC. 733. (a) None of the funds appropriated by this22

Act may be used to enter into or renew a contract which23

includes a provision providing prescription drug coverage,24
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except where the contract also includes a provision for con-1

traceptive coverage.2

(b) Nothing in this section shall apply to a contract3

with—4

(1) any of the following religious plans:5

(A) Personal Care’s HMO; and6

(B) OSF Health Plans, Inc.; and7

(2) any existing or future plan, if the carrier8

for the plan objects to such coverage on the basis of9

religious beliefs.10

(c) In implementing this section, any plan that enters11

SEC. 748. None of the funds made available by this3

SEC. 749. (a) None of the funds made available in7

this Act may be used to implement, administer, or enforce8

the amendments made to section 515.565(b)(2) of title 31,9

Code of Federal Regulations (relating to specific licenses10

for ‘‘people-to-people’’ educational exchanges), as pub-11

lished in the Federal Register on March 24, 2003.12

(b) The limitation in subsection (a) shall not apply13

to the implementation, administration, or enforcement of14
